1 ting the position if we were to combine 
with either of the uIkivc counties. 
Franklin county might entertain the 
idea of joining Adams, 
but 
in 
this 
case the question of the officer’s ex­ 
penses in covering his territory arises. 
A great part of Franklin 
county 
is 
mountainous country with numerous 
small places of business that are hard 
to reach. In order to secure a 
good 
man for this territory more than 
the 
minimum salary would have to be of­ 
fered , and there would be likelihood of 
contention with the 
Franklin county 
commissioners concerning the propor- 
tionment of the traveling expenses. 
No date is specified in the act itself 
for the measure to become 
effective, 
but it has been signed by the governor 
and is therefore considered a 
law a t 
the present time. It will lie necessary 
to appoint some one within a 
short 
time, in order to comply with the law.

the commissioners

NEW RULES FOR FORESTS 


State Commission to Enforce Law for 
Auxiliary Reserves. 


At the meeting of the State Fores­ 
try Reservation Commission, Septem­ 
ber 5, rules and regulations wrill be ad­ 
opted to put into effect the 
auxiliary 
forest reserve laws of 1913. The new 
laws provide that F’orest Commission­ 
er Conklin shall have charge 
of the 
administration of the 
reserves, 
sub­ 
ject to the approval of 
the 
commis­ 
sion. 
la n d s set aside as auxiliary 
forest 
reserves shall be assessed a t the rate 
of $1 per acre and taxed at the pre­ 
vailing local rate. None of the timber 
grown on such lands, as long as they 
are under the supervision of the com­ 
mission, can lie touched except by the 
permission of the commission. 
When 
timber is cut for sale, IO per cent, of 
the selling price is to go to the county 
to 
replace 
what 
the 
county 
lost 
through low taxation. The State will 
pay two cents per acre on all 
forest 
reserves for school, road and poor dis­ 
trict purposes. About 30 land owners 
who desire to take advantage of 
the 
new laws 
have already 
applied 
to 
Commissioner Conklin.

ing is more aggravating or disgust­ 
ing than to have the nice vegetables 
or beautiful flowers scratched up, and

with poultry droppings.

of the farm. 
If the fowls are to be kept near the

flatly told 
him that he 
would have to choose to fight a legal 
battle in Canada that might g» tin 
tor several years and then end in his 
deportation, or that he would have to 
tik e his chances with the Dutch'4** 
county official* in the United States 
He selected Newport, Vt., for the p lint 
t* place his fight against extradition 
to New York on the warrant charging 
him xx I th conspiracy.

St. Francas for an indictment.

filch an application the grand ury 
would act at once as a m atter of ior- 
mallty and a date for trial could be 
ret for the opening of the court of the 
king’* bench.

A food drink of real nutritive value 
and tem pting appearance and taste la 
the well m ade milk shake. 
It is a 
lunch in itself for a warm sum m er’s 
day, and Is alw ays a satisfying bev­ 
erage for one who Is hungry and tired. 
The home m ade milk shake is Just 
as good as the one made by the very 
best confectionery, if It Is properly 
made. 
To begin with, if you would 
be a past m aster In the a rt of shake 
m aking, you m ust possess yourself of 
a shaker. 
One of nickel plate that is 
strong enough to stand hard shaking, 
made with a screw cover and a little 
spout through which the shake can 
be poured into a glass, costs about 
two dollars. 
The spout is covered 
with a sm all tip which can be un­ 
screw ed, and this is fastened to the 
top by a short chain which keeps It 
from being easily lost 
Shakers for 
less than a dollar can also be bought, 
and they are quite as satisfactory for 
m aking a good milk shake. 
For an egg milk shake, break 
an 
egg Into the shaker, add flavoring and 
sw eetening, half fill the shaker with 
rich milk and shake vigorously. In 
both hands, for three or four minutes, 
Four it Into a glass and fill it w ith 
milk 
If a plain milk shake is w ant­ 
ed put flavoring, sw eetening aud milk 
, in the shaker and shake them together 
, bv holding one hand over the top. the

and shaking vigorously from the el­ 
bows. 
lf vanilla ©r som e other flavoring ex­ 
tra c t Is used, sw eetening, either In the 
form of granulated sugar or a sw eet 
sirup m ade by m elting sugar over the 
Are in ju st enough w ater to boil It In 
solution, m ust be used w ith It. 
If a 
flavoring sirup is used th a t is general­ 
ly sufficiently sw eet. 
C hocolate sirup can 
be kept 
on

m ake it, mix a third of a cupful of 
cocoa w ith two cupfuls of granulated 
sugar. G radually add a cupful of boil­ 
ing w ater and let the m ixture boll for

W hen it is cold add a 
teaspoonful of vanilla and a teaspoon­ 
ful of vqry strong coffee. 
T his mix­ 
ture of flavors produces a delicate 
taste, but the coffee can be om itted 
and tw ice as much sugar added in­ 
stead 
About two teaspoonfuls of the 
sugar are needed for one glassful of 
milk. 
lf the milk shake m ade according 
to the directions already given proves 
too heavy, m ake it with two-thlrda 
milk and one-third apollinaris water, 
*ra.\vn ice cold from a siphon. 
Ginger Sauce. 
Bruise one or two pieces of whole 
ginger, put them Into a saucepan with 
three ounces of leaf sugar and a pint 
of w ater and boll for several minutes, 
thn skim aud strain the liquor. 
Mix 
a little arrow root sm oothly with a lit­ 
tle cold w ater, atlr In the other liquor, 
return It all to the stew pan and stir 
over the Are till thickened and bolling, 
v. hen It is ready for the table.
